very much discouraged, 
if not despairing. 
Well, we have been worrying through. Many 
have lost their fortunes. 
Many more have lost 
their jobs. 
All have felt the pinch some­ 
where. 
But the 
marvelous, 
been lost. 
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patience of the people has been 
Hope for brighter times has never 
Every mark of improvement in 
the business index has been hailed, with joy, 
and its recession has not banished courage 
and faith. 
We have every reason to believe that things 
will improve in 1935. 
The world is getting 
on its feet slowly but steadily. 
England is in better condition today than 
at any other time since the \va; 
The Scand­ 
inavian countries are moving up rapidly. 
Japan is booming—perhaps at the expense 
of 
some 
other 
countries. 
And, certainly, 
however far we are away from the desired 
goal, things have been improving here. 
The fear of international strife is the one 
dark cloud that hangs over the world. We do 
not like the attitude of Japan. 
Germany under Hitler is a constant threat 
to European peace. 
The Balkans, always thick 
with war tinder, may at any time involve all 
Europe, and, possibly, the world. 
England does not want war. 
Russia does 
not want war. 
Certainly we do not want war. 
These last three countries have no such 
problems as have most of the others, with 
overflowing populations, limited natural re­ 
sources, racial 
antipathies. 
It will require 
statesmanlike qualities of the highest kind to 
keep this distraught world of nations in bal­ 
ance. 
As far as we are concerned here in the 
United States, all bellicose and militant ac­ 
tivities should be kept down, not by the force 
of government, but by the force of a public 
opinion dedicated to international peace and 
domestic tranquility. 
There is one more tlung that needs em­ 
phasis. 
We live under a democratic form of 
government. 
We are a people matured in the 
democratic ideal. 
We still believe in the right of the majority 
to rule. 
Our differences are hammered out 
in discussion and freedom to print. 
Much as we disapprove of certain move­ 
ments that are contrary to our inherited tradi­ 
tions, there should be no desire anywhere to 
suppress the utterance of honestly held opin­ 
ions. 
Those people who are sniffing disloyal­ 
ties on every unwashed hand, and call for the 
police 
whenever any one 
suggests change, 
need to be a bit more tolerant. 
When people like Harry Emerson Fomlick, 
S. Parkes Cad man, Mrs. Roosevelt, apnd many 
others equally dedicated to high things, are 
branded as radicals, their names printed in a 
book which circulates widely among patriotic 
societies, so-called, it is about time to brand 
such as publish a MWho’s Who in Radical­ 
ism” as *tirrers-up of needless strife. 
The masse« of our people still have faith 
in our government and its institutions, and to 
class all those who still think mime things can 
be improved as dangerous and traitorous, is not 
only unkind, but makes for the very dangers 
which the intolerant would avoid.

take stock, to determine upon a new course, or 
to enlarge and deepen the convictions in the old 
one if it is satisfactory. 
We ought to rejoice at the new year. 
It 
gives us a wonderful opportunity to remove 
the old garment if it hasn’t been satisfactory, 
to put on the new with the shining armor, that 
we may make a larger and mere valuable con­ 
tribution to the good of men.
